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Greenbriar Sewer Controversy 
Heats Up in County Hearing

A re-run of the controversy that enveloped the proposed on¬ 
site temporary sewage treatment plant for the Greenbriar apart¬ 
ment complex last winter has emerged as the result of the recent 
county council public hearings on the Ten-Year Water and Sewer 
Plan. The revision of this plan (CB 191), which is done annually, 
calls for an approved point of discharge for the temporary sewage 
plant at the Greenbriar site, as well as one for a temporary plant to 
serve the Largo sports arena. 

The county's approval of a point 
of discharge is one of the prerequi¬ 
sites to the initiation of action by 
the State Department of Health 
and Menal Hygiene. The latter has 
the final decision on approval or 
disapproval of the plant and on de¬ 
tails of plant design and construc¬ 
tion. 


Cite Landover Experience 

Representatives of the Greenbri¬ 
ar developer, Alan Kay and associ¬ 
ates, maintain that the proposed 
plant for Greenbriar would not 
constitute a hazard to public 
health and safety. They use as 
evidence the treatment plant at 
Landover Mall, which has been 
operating for a period of over sev¬ 
en months. 

Kay's attorney George A. Brug- 
ger says that the effluent from the 
Landover plant has been tested 
and approved by State and county 
officials as being of such a quality 
as to pose no danger to public 
health and safety. “In fact," he 
states, 4 ‘the quality of the effluent 
has been so good that the county 
executive and one of his aides re¬ 
cently actually drank samples of 
it" 

Bruggcr then added that the 
plans for the Greenbriar plant have 
been revised so as to render it sub¬ 
stantially identical to the process 
employed at Landover. To further 
make the case, Kay’s consultants 
state that they would add certain 
processing features to insure virus 
kill of such magnitude as to render 
the effluent completely devoid of 
detectable viruses. 

New Processes Added 

In addition, Dr. John Cookson, 
one of the consultants hired by 
Kay, told the county council that 
another process will be added to re¬ 
move the excess chlorine from the 
effluent before discharge from the 
plant. Cookson reiterated that the 
amount of the mineral salts in the 
effluent will be totally insignificant 
apd that the amount of heavy met¬ 
als of a toxic nature in the effluent 
will not be any more than that 
found in drinking water obtained 
from the tap. 

The developer has indicated to 
the city of Greenbelt that his 
Greenbriar plant will now have a 
design capacity of 325,000 gallons 
per day, a halving of the original 
proposal as a result of the decision 
to delay development of the Glen 
Ora tract. The plant, he said, will 
contain all the safeguards of CR-2, 
a bill recently adopted by the coun¬ 
ty council which laid down guide¬ 
lines for temporary package sew¬ 
age treatment plants. 

Critics Come Back 

Critics of the package sewage 
treatment plants see such facilities 
as a means of circumventing the 
moratorium and as an immediate 
threat to public health and safety. 
They object to terming these plants 
as "advanced waste treatment 
plants" because they cannot remove 
nitrogen to the degree that per¬ 
manent sewage plants can. 

Mrs. Rhea Cohen, Greenbelt city 
council woman, states that Prince 
Georges County has no local con¬ 
trols over sewage plants as it does 
over septic tanks, and State stand¬ 
ards are too low to protect public 
health and environmental quality. 

What is most annoying to critics 
is the haste with which the hear¬ 
ings were called on CB-191. They 
see the Ten Year Plan being used 
as a means of determining land use 


policy for new development. Mrs. 
Cohen feels that the existing neigh¬ 
borhoods that have failing septic 
tanks or defective sewers should be 
served before new development. 

In any event, Mrs. Cohen argued 
before the county council for a sep¬ 
arate hearing on the Greenbriar 
treatment plant because of changes 
in the design of the plant and be¬ 
cause interested citizens and the 
city of Greenbelt were not given 
sufficient time to study the revised 
maps and plans. 

GHI Position 

Another opposition speaker be¬ 
fore the county council was Royal 
D. Breashears, speaking on behalf 
of Greenbelt Homes, Inc. He urged 
the county council to reject any 
proposal for temporary sewage 
treatment plants in the Greenbelt 
area and to place all undeveloped 
land in Greenbelt in the System 
Area V category (sewage hookup 
not forseeable during the next ten- 
years). The proposal for a plant, 
he sad, was “an affront to good 
planning ... an unnecessary risk to 
the health of Prince Georges Coun¬ 
ty citizens ... an intruson into the 
well-being of nearby existing resi¬ 
dential areas . . . "We support," 
he said, "the county’s Physical Sub¬ 
committee’s belief that "the only 
real solution to the problem of ov¬ 
erloaded sewer treatment plants 
and the resulting pollution of 
streams lies in a reversal of the ba¬ 
sic philosophy, or at least the past 
practice of the WSSC in building 
sewer lines with capacities in excess 
of the capacities of treatment plants 
which they feed, and permitting 
these lines to accommodate sewage 
in excess of treatment plant capac¬ 
ities." 

The record of the hearings will 
be kept open for 12 da vs, until No¬ 
vember 28, for additional state¬ 
ments.

Surplus Beltsville 
Property Status 

Mayor Richard Pilski released a 
letter last week from Congressman 
Lawrence J, Hogan relaying the 
status of reports that the Marriott 
Corporation was seeking to acquire 
800 acres of surplus land at the 
Beltsville Agricultural Research 
Center. 

According to the General Servic¬ 
es Administration, it has not been 
approached by the Marriott corpor¬ 
ation regarding any interest it 
might have in purchasing any part 
of the Research Center. 

Larry R. Roush, acting assistant 
GSA administrator, said that in the 
event that no public body is inter¬ 
ested in acquiring the property, it 
would be made available for com¬ 
petitive-bid sale to the public. How¬ 
ever, he thought it unlikely that 
the g^perty would end up at pub¬ 
lic sale in view of the strong Fed¬ 
eral and local interest in the Belts¬ 
ville facility.

NEW ELECTION PROCEDURES 
PROPOSED BY CITY BODIES 

A public hearing on proposed charter changes in city election 
procedures will be held on Monday evening, November 27, at the 
Municipal Buillding. The changes being presented at Monday's 
meeting represent the combination of city council thinking and 
recommendations of the City Election Advisory Committee, whose 
report was released last spring. The latter committee was originally 
appointed in 1969 and consisted of George Beauchamp, chairman, 
Eunice Coxon, Joseph Hanyok, Harold Siegel, and Richard Alpher 
(who replaced Theodore Reiss). 


A major innovation proposed 
by the Advisory Committee is es¬ 
tablishment of a Board of Election 
Supervisors that would supervise 
the registration of voters, conduct 
the election, and appoint election 
judges and clerks. At present these 
functions are performed by the 
city clerk and the council. The 
Board would consist of five per¬ 
sons appointed by council for six 
year terms and would receive nom ¬ 
inal compensation. 

The Advisory Committee had rec¬ 
ommended that the Board have 
broad powers to confiscate unfair 
campaign literature, levy fines, and 
declare forfeiture of candidacy, but 
the charter changes proposed do not 
grant the Board these powers. The 
changes do propose that any ag¬ 
grieved person can appeal a de¬ 
cision of the Board to the city 
council, which can reverse the de¬ 
cision by a simple majority. The 
Advisory Committee had recom¬ 


mended a unanimous vote. 

Other Recommendations 

Under the proposed charter chan¬ 
ges, the franchise would be exten- 
ed to citizens who had been domi¬ 
ciled in Greenbelt for at least 29 
days preceding an election. The pre¬ 
sent requirement is six months. 
Ex-convicts would also be given the 
right to vote. 

More stringent age and residence 
requirements especially in connec¬ 
tion with bond referenda, had been 
recommended by the Advisory Com¬ 
mittee but were rejected by the 
council in light of recent U, S. Su¬ 
preme Court decisions. Similarly, 
the council rejected special age and 
residence requirements for city 
council candidates. 

Other proposed changes include 
provisions for holding a special el¬ 
ection if three or more council va¬ 
cancies occur at the same time, 
breaking tie votes for council seats.

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Support Tax Differential Bill 

To the Editor: 

As a result of a veto by County 
Executive Gullett and the lack of 
one supporting vote to override 
that veto in the County Council, a 
piece of legislation that would have 
been of great financial benefit to 
Greenbelt taxpayers failed to be¬ 
come law. Known as the Tax Dif 
ferential Bill, this bill would have 
given Greenbelt residents a credit 
on their tax bills for county ser¬ 
vices not provided in Greenbelt. 
This bill recognized the fact that 
residents of Greenbelt and other 
municipalities are paying taxes to 
the county for services which the 
county provides to unincorporated 
areas but NOT to the residents of 
the municipalities. 

As an example, Greenbelt tax 
payers are paying a tax rate of 
fifteen cents to the county to oper¬ 
ate the County Public Works De¬ 
partment. That department pro¬ 
vides no services to the city and 
refuses to do so. Some specific ex¬ 
amples of this discrimination of 
service are as follows: 

The county collects leaves in un¬ 
incorporated areas - but NOT in 
greenbelt 

The county pays for street lights 
n unincorporated areas but NOT 
in Greenbelt. 

The county plows snow in unin¬ 
corporated areas but NOT in 
Greenbelt. 

The county puts up traffic signs 
and pays for traffic lights in un¬ 
incorporated areas - but NOT in 
Greenbelt. 

The county patches and resur¬ 
faces streets in unincorporated 
areas but NOT in Greenbelt. 

There are numerous other ser¬ 
vices provided by the county in 
unincorporated areas which are not 
provided in Greenbelt and other 
municipalities, Yet, Greenbelt tax¬ 
payers pay as much tax to the coun¬ 
tv as those who receive the services. 
YOU ARE SUBSIDIZING THE 
RESDENTS IN UNINCORPORA 
TED AREAS! 

The Tax Differential Bill would 
have given you a credit on your 
county tax bill for the services pro¬ 
vided to the unincorporated areas 
which you do not receive. The a- 
mount of this credit is not known 
and will not be determined until 
a detailed analysis of county and 
city services is made. However, I 
believe that it could be quite sub¬ 
stantial for Greenbelt residents. 

In opposing the bill, the County 
Executive said he favored the idea, 
but called the bill an “administra 
tive nightmare” and proposed crea¬ 
ting a committee to study the mat¬ 
ter. I believe that his proposal 
might be a way to talk the matter 
to death. Even if it isn’t, it will 
delay the approval of a tax credit 
for some time. Once we get ap¬ 
proval of the tax credit plan, I 
believe a reasonable effort will be 
made by all parties to work out any 
administrative problems created. 

As I said before, only ONE vote 
was needed to have the plan accep¬ 
ted by the County Council. In 
vetoing this bill, the County Exec¬ 
utive remained undecided until late 
afternoon of the last day on which 
he could act. I believe the lack of 
comments by municipal taxpayers 
helped to cause the bill not to be¬ 
come law. 

There is another chance for Tax 
Differential to become law this 
year. County Councilman Francis 
White, Francis Francois, and Royal 
Hart have introduced a new bill 
(CB-205) which is similar to the 
last bill except for the removal of 
some language which the County 
Executive did not like. This bill 
could become law if the residents 
of municipalities express their sup¬ 
port. 

Therefore, I URGE ALL QREEN- 
BELT RESIDENTS to express 
fheir SUPPORT of this proposal by

No Strong Fiscal Policy 

To the Editor: 

I asked some questions at Mon¬ 
day’s budget hearing (November 
13) about GHI’s use of tax-exempt 
capitalization resulting from our 
“capital” improvements program. I 
regret the obstruseness of the ques¬ 
tions, but they did draw response 
from the audience as well as from 
the chair; the responses were in¬ 
teresting, and deserve comment in 
a form durable enough to be chal¬ 
lenged and discussed. 

The most basic and interesting 
response was an indirect one com 
ing from the floor. Apparently 
some of our past Board members 
have still not learned that GHI’s 
fiscal policy is directly tied to its 
annual budget like any corpor¬ 
ation’s. 

The answers from the GHI staff 
were more long-winded but just as 
basic. Essentially, it looks like the 
corporation has no strong fiscal 
policy beyond self-destruct. Is this 
anv way to run a co-op? 

Using budget practices that are 
passed off as “returning benefits 
directly to the members” (includ 
ing the use of reserves and prac- 
tcally all income from other sourc¬ 
es), GHI benefits primarily those 
who live here only to sell out for 
9 . fat buck. The ones who will real¬ 
ly pay are those of us unfortunate 
enough to want to live here after 
1977 - eventually on OASI - when, 
both the life expectancy of our 
homes and our capacity to build 
strong, tax-exempt reserves has run 
out. 

When this happens, the only 
thing NOT to run out will be our 
(taxable) land values. But they will 
be worth more to some corporate 
purchaser than to our wish for an 
economical and active life in our 
responsive community.

The Police Blotter

Two juveniles, ages 14 and 15 
were sighted by a police officer in 
a wooded area near Greenbelt 
Junior High School during school 
hours. They were charged with 
truancy and possession of marijua¬ 
na and were referred to juvenile 
court. 

A car was recently stopped and 
2 juveniles, ages 16 and 17 were ac¬ 
costed. By use of the Morals Com¬ 
puter Terminal, it was ascertained 
in a matter of seconds that the 
car had been stolen in Philadelphia, 
The juveniles were charged and re¬ 
ferred to juvenile court. 

Vandalism was reported in the 14 
court of Ridge Road when a parked 
car was found to have a broken 
window. Involved was a juvenile 
who had been testing an arm rocket 
sling shot and accidentally broke 
the windows. His parents are mak¬ 
ing restitution.

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GREENBELT NEWS REVIEW 


Stearns Shifts Views 
I n Green briar 

County Health Officer Perry O. 
Stearns told the News Review this 
week that his attitude toward the 
Greenbriar sewage treatment plant 
has been changing as the result of 
new developments. Stearns last Feb¬ 
ruary expressed opposition to the 
plant because of the danger of vi¬ 
ruses in sewage effluent, especially 
in the case of a plant that will empty 
into a stream bed which is dry a 
good part of the year. Stearns now 
says that his objections in this re¬ 
gard can be overcome if the virus¬ 
inactivating processes recently 
proposed by the developer and the 
14 stipulations, including piping, laid 
down by Steams last winter are in¬ 
cluded in the construction require¬ 
ments of the plant 

Also contributing to the change of 
attitude by Steams was the exper¬ 
ience of the Handover Mall package 
sewage treatment plant which was 
not in operation at the time Steams 
voiced his disapproval in February. 
Stearns said that the Handover plant 
has been treating sewage adequately 

However, Steams noted that the 
guideline provisions contained in the 
county-passed resolution C-R 2 do 
not contain all the conditions he 
specified, such as the recommenda¬ 
tion of the city of Greenbelt that 
the effluent be enclosed in a pipe to 
a point in the stream where there 
is a continuous year-round flow. 


The Greenbelt city council on 
Monday directed the city mana¬ 
ger to transmit to the State 
Department of Health and 
Mental Hygiene and the county 
council its concern regarding 
adherence to the city's resolu¬ 
tion on the Greenbriar plant. 
This resolution requested that 
assurances be given that the 
plant would not present a health 
hazard and suggested certain 
stipulations that the plant should 
meet. Failure to do this would 
meet with the city's disapproval. 
Council also wanted more infor¬ 
mation concerning the amount of 
nitrogen removal that would be 
required. 

Stearns said that iFall these con- 
ditions were met, “my objections 
would be met and I would not 
ias been treating sewage adequately, 
object to it on a health basis.” 
Steam’s letter of disapproval last 
February also stated other reasons 
why the temporary plant might be 
opposed (use of green space, popu¬ 
lation density, surface runoff, etc.) 

State Department of Health and 
Mental Hygiene (SDHMH) officials 
state that they are not bound by 
the conditions set down by various 
local bodies though they will give 
consideration to such views. SDH¬ 
MH has the final say and ultimate 
responsibility for each plant which 
is considered on its individual basis. 
SDHMH officials say they would 
not oppose the developer providing 
more stringent specifications in or¬ 
der to meet local objections.
